Be Is | New! En Route to This 6 to 
Serve ® Ten Years’ Sentence for the 
Fatal Shooting of Consul Stanwood in 
Madagascar—Patrick K. Brady, After 
Spending Over Thirty Years in the Au- 
burn, N. L., Prison, Is Once Agata a 
Free Man. 

New Yorx, Sept. ‘4 — Special.] — The 
French adventurer who has assumed the 
name of Capt. Duverge and was recently 
sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment for the 
faial shooting of Mr. Stanwood, the Ameri- 
can consul at Andakabe, Maaagascar, is now 
en route for this country to serve his term in 
a federal venitentiary. 

The truth is now known about him. His real 
name is Louis de Ratier Duverge, and he 
has a right to a count's crown at the top of 


| his coat of arms. He belongs to one of the 


most ancient and distinguished families of 
France; is 4 scholar, if not a gentleman, but 
was ‘always more or less under the 
sway of an adventurous spirit, which 
finally brought him where he now is. 
His life has been a continuous romance. 


Wen the Freneh became entangled in a 


war with the Madagascar Hovas he deliber- 
ately took service under the English Admiral 
Digby Willoughby ana fought against his 


colonel. As soon as the French had estab- 
lished their protectorate over the island he 
wrote a book about it which made a mo- 
mentary sensation, and boldly reéntered 
Franee, living for a while at Bordeaux. 

Ratier Duverge was a brilliant talker, an 
unscrupulops schemer, and always appeared 
in sodiety with his breast covered with for- 
eign orders. He had even the audacity of 
wearing the red ribbon, to which he never 
had any right. His dupes, of course, were 
legion, and he succeeded in winning tne 
heart of a beautiful Bordelaise, twenty-five 
years his junior, although he was already a 
married man, a fact which he confidently dis- 
closed to the legal witnesses of his marriage 
as soon as the ceremony was over. 

From Bordeaux he started for Boston to 
Organize the expedition of the schooner Le 
Solitaire. In the beginning of 1888 he sailed 
from Boston with his young wife, a baby, 
and one of his brothers-in-law, a young man 
15 yearsof age, He had also with hima crew 
of thirteen men, guns and cannon, and pub- 


licly asserted that he was going in quest of

n THIRTY YEARS IN PRISON, 


Patrick E, Brady Once Ses Merb Breathes the 
Air of Freedom. 

Néw York, Sept. 4.—[Special.]—Patrick E. 
Brady, after being almost contmuously in 
vrispn at the Auburn penitentiary more than 
thirty years, is at last a free man, having 
been liberated today by executive clemency. 
He was sentenced to death in 1802 after hav- 
ing convicted of participation in the 
murder of Augustus T. Wright, a keeper in 
tne Clinton prison. The xiiling of Wright 
was the result of a jail delivery, in which 
Brady at that time was concerned, but there 
is ample evidence that Brady did not even see 
the fatal blow struck, while the killing itself 
was evidently unpremeditated. His sentence 
was commuted to imprisonment for life by 
the Governor. and many efforts have been 
made from time to time to secure his pardon: 

Patrick E. Brady was born forty-nine years 
ago in County Caven, ireland. In 1858 he ar- 
rivéd at Albany. With a young friend about 
his own age he entered a store one cold No- 
vember night, but they did not realize much 
from their venture. Brady was soon capt- 
ure@, and Dec. 19, 1858, was sentenced to 
tohrée and one-half years at hard labor at 
Clinton prison. His partner in crime was 
never arrested, and it is to be presumed he 

afterward led a straight lifé—sufficiently 
straight, at least, to become elected a mem- 
ber of the assembly, which position he occu- 
pied in the last decade. His body is now 
resting within cannot shot of the capitol, 
and his participation in legislative combats 
and schemes is forgotten by the intimate 
few who shared his honors and bis boodle” 
with him. 

Brady’s prison life was aneventfal until he 
bad passed some two and a half vears in 
durance. Ten of the prisoners in July, 1861, 
formed a combination to escape, They were 
wotking in the rolling mill, which had for- 
mefly been a sawmill, on the night force. 
James Sewall of Troy was tne leader, and 
among the gang was H. O. Wills, at that time 
undergoing sentence for burglary, but now 
an evangelist residing in Detroit and an act- 
ive worker in securing Brady’s release after 
his long imprisonment. In making the es- 
cape Sewail killed Keeper Wright. They 
were recaptured, but only three of them 
were sentenced, Brady being one. To the 
efforts of Mr. Smith M. Weed ana his former 
fellow convict, the Rev. H. O. Wills, his re- 
lease is chiefly due. 

Mr. Wiils bas long interested himself in 
the case and has promised to support Brady, 
if necessary, the rest of his natural life, and 
to gee that he is in sition to support him- 
self. When this) was made Known to Gov. 
Hill he told Mr. Weed to notify Wills that he 
would sign the much-asked-for pardon when- 
ever he showid come to Albany tor it. Mr. 
‘Wills received this notice last week at his 
home in Detroit and at once started for Al- 
baby, stopping at Auburn that his friend 
Brady might learn the good news. Today he 
got the pardon. Brady returns with Mr. 
Wills to Detroit. He is only 49 years old, but 
looks much older from his long prison life 
and many deprivations.

Marshall, a son ot a prominent citizen of 
Wadesboro. Yotng Marshall was a college 
boy, and was therefore supposed to be up in 
the points of the game. He was chosen 
for umpire, both sides agreeing thereto. As 
the game progressed the umpire made a de- 
cision unsatisfactory to the Darlington team. 
Hot words were passed. Suadenly young 
Leon Dargan, son of Congressman Dargan 
of South Carolina, rushed up with a heavy 
bat in his hand and struck Umpire Marshall 
a blow across the head, knocking him sense- 
less to the ground. As soon as the assault 
was made the crowa rushed in and a serious 
riot seemed imminent, but cool hands and 
heads interfered and the belligerent pase- 
ballists were separated. 

The umpire was taken to Wadesboro on 
the first train, but during the trip remained 
unconscious. He was a popular young man 
at his home, and had the position of teller in 
the bank at Wadesboro. Yuung Dargan was 
arrested, but was subsequently released on 
bailon information received from Wades- 
boro that the umpire would probably recover. 
Today news was received that the umpire had 
died, and Dargan has again been arrested. 
The captain of the Darlington club explains 
the disputed point as follows: 

“The umpire’s decision was so unfair that 


one of our men out on

off by the baseman. Then I refused to sub- 
mit any longer. Dargan was at the bat, and, 
wanting to know what I was going to do, 
came to me near third base. After getting 
my answer he was returneng to his place at 
the bat, and made some remark which I sup- 
pose offended Marshall.

LARGEST GOLD BRICK IN THE WORLD, 


at Helena, Mont. 


largest gold bar ever cast in the world was 
turned out at the United States mint here last 
night. The bullion came from the Spotted 
Horse, Drum Lummon, and Jay Gould mines, 
and the work was done under the supervision 
of Superintendent Braiden. The targest 
crucible would hardly hold the enormous 
charge, and with the hottest furnaces it took 
a long time to melt tne precious metal. Six- 
teen men were engaged in the task, and, 
after eight hours’ work, the mass was finally 
successfully poured into the large moid spe- 
cially prepared.’ It took all night to cool, and 
even at 10 this n the great brick was 
still warm. 

In shape the brick ‘is a section of a pyra- 
mid, the base being 18x71 inches, height 7}¢. 
inches, and top surface 17x6 inches. Its 
weight is 6,945 ounces, or about 500 pounds 
avoirdupois. Its value is a trifle over 8100, 000 
The bar 1s to be the centerpiece of a mineral 
monument, which will be placed on exhibdi- 
uon at Minneapolis and New York. The 
display will consist of four bars of lead for 
the base of the monument, four bars of cop- 
per for tne second course, four bars of sil- 
ver for the third, on top of the whole to rest 
the $100,000 gold bar, and the monument will 
be surrounded by specimens of quartz and 
ore from all parts of Montana.

Since in these cases positive legal proof 
cannot be had to show the real state of a 
talesman’s mind and convict him of false 
swearing the only cure for the abuse now 
being perpetrated in Judge McConnelil’s 
court is in a higner sense of the obligation 
of a preliminary oath and the duty of a cit- 
izen when called on for jury service.

A BLOODY “ NIGGER HUNT” IN THE SOUTH. 
It seems that the alleged negro uprising ” 
in Mississippi, which threw the whites into 
great terror, has ended as usual in a furious 
“ nigger bunt” by selfappointed “ reguiat- 
ors,’’ who slaughtered the blacks like sheep. 
A late dispatch from Greeawood, Miss., says: 

The steamer Allen arrived here at 10 o'clock 
last night, bringing the military who had been 
sent to Minter City to 2 the negro out- 
break, Adjutant Gene Henry states they 
were not needed. Reliable reports say that a 

sse of 200 men had preceded them there and | 
Bad 4 the mob of frenzied blacks. Dual- 
phorton, a leader, was killed by a detachment of 
citizens. e had been ordered to surrender, but 
boldly defied them to touch him. Over thirty 
shots were fired into him. 

It is reliably stated that the state troops were 
withdrawn for thé reason that the posse did not 
want them there because they would restram 
and restrict them from pore ge 9 out their de- 
termination to kill every negro w any- 
thing to do with the mob. 

Already ufteen of the colored disturbers have 
been shot ar hanged. and the soldiers deciare 
that the bloody work was in progress before the 
troops had gotten out of sight from Minter City. 


In all likelihood it will never be known 


the reguiators,”’ The state troops, it seems, 
were not needed” and were withdrawn 
lest their presence should result in restoring 
order without further slaughter aod prevent 
the posse’ killing as many negroes as it 
desired and sating its appetite for blood. 
At the first rumor that the negroes had or- 
ganized themselves into a mob the chivalry 
and the young kuklux seized their rifles, 
and, the cry being up for a “nigger hunt.“ 
they were not to be restrained or interfered 
with but permitted to murder as many 
biacks as they desired. For this reason the 
state troops—a part of the same state 
militia which was put under arms a few 
weeks ago to prevent the Sullivan-Kil- 
rain prizefight--were withdrawn from 
the scene and the bloodthirsty negro 
bunters ‘left to gratify their murder- 
ous instincts. What has Gov, Lowry to say 
about this barbarism? Will he display any 
such zeal in enforcing the law and punishing 
this fearful crime as he did when his right- 
eous indignation was excited by a fistfight 
between two professional bruisers? Now 
that Goy. Lowry has exerted all the author- 
ity of hig office to punish the participants in 
a boxing match, it remains to De seen what 
steps he will take against the leaders in this 
last Mississippi negro massacre. 
The negro slaughter at Minter City is only 
a repetition of the old kuklux outrages. It 
is without an extenuating circumstance or 
shadow of justification even from a bourbon 
Democratic standpoint. The negroes did not 
assume a “threatening attitude“ in conse- 
quence Of any “incendiary utterauces in 
the north or elsewhere, nor did they contem- 
plate any such thing as the use of force 
against the whites to compel a recogni- 
uon of their voting rights, The murders 
were not necessary to make sure of carrying 
an election. The trouble had nothing 
to do with politics, but took its rise in 
the fact that one ‘Oliver Cromwell, a 
leader jn the negro Farmers’ alliance, 
advised the blacks not to deal with certain 
merchants whom he accused of overcharg- 
ing. The latter warned Cromwell to cease 
giving nis negro foilowers such advice. He 
refused to do so, and when threats were 
made against him appealed to the negroes be- 
longing to the alliance for protection. The 
negro farmers became greatly excited and 
seemed disposed to defend their right to buy 


where they saw fit, although, as the Asso- j- 


ciated Press dispatch says, they “never as- 
sembled in such numbers or made such 
threats as were reported.“ The alleged mob 
or riotous assemblage had no other purpose 
than the defense of the negro farmers in 
tneir right to patronize such stores as they 
saw fitand take patronage away from mer- 
chants Whom they suspected of unfair deat- 
ing. Such self-assertion and impudence 
could not be tolerated. Thecry of insurrec- 
tion was raised, the troops were ordered out, 
and the regulators“ began their murderous 
slaughter of the blacks. 

The fearful slaughter of the blacks at 
Minter City shows how helpless the southern 
negroes are in the hands of the whites. 
They cannot and will not fight even ip de- 
fense of the commonest rights of human nat- 
ure, aud if they take a step in that direction 
they are subjected to a ferocious revenge. 
This last negro slaughter in Mississippi 
proves again the truth of what Tun Trincune 
has said as to the inability of the blacks to 
fignt for their rights. In this instance they 
sought merely to protect their right to buy 
where they thought best. That could not be 
régarded as an attack on the white race or 
as an assault on any political party. Yet the 
mere determination to protect a common right 
and take achon which could not affect the in- 
terest ot the whites as a class or endanger their 
supremacy in any way has resulted in a bloody 
massdcre of the blacks, ‘‘ Nigger insolence “ 
has been cured in the vicinity of Minter City 
by méans of a“ nigger hunt.” This dread- 
ful massacre shows the utter helplessness of 
the squthern negroes and the absurdity of 
the idea that they ever could terrorize the 
whites by insurrections or a race. war. 
When assailed by the whites they are as de- 
fenseless as sheep.

MR. CAMPHELL SOUND ON THE “ NIGGER” 
QUESTION. | 

THE TRIBUNE stated the other day that 
James E. Campbeil, the Democratic candi- 
dute for Governor of Ohio on a Mills bill 
platform, had been a Republican, but that 
all rémained to him of his old faith was his 
tervid belief in protectionism—a faith as 
strong as that of Horace Greeley, along un 
whom he went astray in 1872.

The later dgvelopments in the Hamilton 
case do not relieve it of any of its elements 
of vulgarity and vice, nor do they place Mr. 
Hamilton himself in any better light before 
the public, while at tne same time they em- 
phasize the depravity of the miserable creat- 
ure who has been posing as his wife and of 
her disreputable family associates. It now 
appears that the alleged Mrs. Hamilton is 
not his legal wife, as when she married him 
she was already the wife of Joshua Mann, 
son of Mrs. T. F. Swinton, both of whom are 
concerned in the conspiracy of ‘which Hamil- 
ton is the dupe. All the same Hamilton, with 
whem the woman was living prior to the 
matriage, of course was aware of her dis- 
reputable character, though it does not ap- 
pear he was aware of her marriage to Mann. 
By collusion of the three conspirators he was 
entrapped into marriage by the bogus baby 
trick, though the man’s dullness in not see 
ing through the scheme is almost incompre- 
hensible. His infatuation must have been of 
the densest kind not to arouse suspicions 
after his alleged wife had purchased 
four foundiings from convenient mid- 
wives to palm off upon him a child as his 
legitimate offspring and thereby induce him 
to marry her so that the conspirators could 
getat his property more easily. What he 
was doing or what he was thinking while 
this woman was ransacking New York for 
babies that would live or that bore some dis- 
tant resemblance to him has not transpired. 
It is only charitable to presume that he was 
away from home during ail this period. He 
was sufficiently infatuated to be destitute of 
any moral sense, without going toa length of 


infatuation that would argue au absence of | 


all his senses. 

Tt is stated that the miserable man’s eyes 
are at iast opened, that he has recovered 
from his infatuation, and is willing that the 
law shall ‘take its course with the guilty 
wretches who have wrougnt him so much in- 
jury. For this there is room for congratula- 
tion, but while the publlo may sympathize 
with him toacertain extent its sympathy 
should not be allowed to obscure the 
moral of the case. Mr. Hamilton belongs 
to one of the most honored families in this 
country. Outwardly at least his career has 
been a creditable one. He has been a leader 
in fashionable society in New York, though 
that is not specially to his credit. He has 
been prominent in politics, and was the col- 
league of Mr, E. H. Crosby in the legislature 
from the Murray hiil district, with whom he 
bad labored in the interests of good govera- 
ment. His public work has been praise- 
worthy. He was a man of intelligence, cult- 
ure, ability, and large social ambition, but 
neither his own aspirations on the one hand 
nor his distinguished’ fumily name on the 
other was sufficient to deter him from asso- 
ciation with low and vulgar wretvhes and 
from wrecking hfs happiness by marriage 
with a disreputable woman who had prac- 
ticed upon his extraordinary infatuation for 
her not only to live in luxury but to get pos- 
session of his wealth for the benefit of her- 
self and the loathsome couple who were her 
partners in the conspiracy. To a’ man of 
his ability, now that he is disillusion- 
ized, the serious question must occur, Does 
u career of vice pay! To the unprejudiced 
observer of the part he has played it will 
also occur that he is not altogether blameless 
in this nefarious business. There are plenty 


of women of the Evangeline Mann sort and 


their meshes are always spread for the catch- 
ing of fools in every community, but when a 


man ventures into their clutches who knows | 


what he is doing it is questionable whether 
he is deserving of much sympathy when the 
inevitable catastrophe comes. He has now 
learned the lesson which a man of his ability 
should have known at the ontset—that virtue 
pays and that one cannot deliberately set the 
laws of morality and customs of society at 
defiance without paying a terrible penalty 
tor it. Considering the question even from 


the low plane of cconomics, without any re- 
gard to ethical vonsiderations, it is cheaper 
and more comfortable to take the straight 
and honorable path of virtue through lie 
than the devious. windings of vice. Mr. 
Hamilton may yet recover himself from total 
‘wreck, but he can never wipe out the dis- 


grace he has brought upon himself. There 


ougut to be a warning in his career for those 


who think they can safely defy the moral 
sentiment of the community and who blindly 
fancy that vice pays.

If the exposition 
should be held in New York and a hundred 
thousand foreigners should visit it they 


would not wander far from tnat city. Ni- 


agara Falis, Boston, Philadelphia, would be 


the extent of the side journeys of most ot 
them. They would be vaiueless as far as 


the trunk lines are concerned. But were 
the exposition held here the roads between 
New York and Chicago would get the profit 
which would lie in hauling them both ways. 
Moreover, being here in the heart of the 
country, they would want to see more of it. 
They would journey to the northwest and 
far west. They would go to the Pacific by 
one road and return by another. British, 
French, and German gold would be strewn 
from New York to the Golden Gate. 

Nor would it be by increased foreign travel 
alone that the American railways would profit 
were the exposition held here. They would 
gain by the greater amount of domestic 
travel. For the number of Americans who 
would attend a Chicago as compared with a 
New York exhibition would be so much 
greater that the railroads would make more 
money, though the average amount paid by 
each visitor would be less. The only rail- 
roads which might fayor New York are the 


Vanderbilt lines, for they alone enter the 


city and would nave sort of monopoly of 
the business. A fair at Chicago would draw 
visitors from the gulf states who would 
never go to New York. They come here 
now, for this is their summer resort. They 
will not swelter on Manhagtan island, There- 
fore the railroad men, with nardly an excep- 


tion, will be for this city.

OHIO WUOLGROWERS RESOLVE. 


They Deprecate the Movement in New En- 
giand for Free Kaw Material. 
Cotumsvts, O., Sept. 4.—[Special,]—The an- 
nual meeting of the Ohio Woolgrowers’ asso- 
ciation was held here today with a large at- 
tendance of wool men from all parts of the 
state. The most important business was the 
adoption ot some significant resolutions. 
These resolutions express regret at the ex- 
istence of the “ widespread and thoroughly 
organized movement in New Engiand 
for free raw material,” which seems 
to mean free trade for the great 
industries of agriculture and the west and 
protection for New England manufacturers, 
but the danger of this cannot coerce the 


rates of duties on second class and carpet 
wooils, as fixed in the senate bill at the last 
session. These duties, they say, are now 
too low and if changed ought to be increased, 
at least so far as relates to carpet wool. 

They favor full and adequate protection to 
ali manufacturers of wool and assert that 
free raw material will soon be followed by 
free trade and free goods. 


THE AUGUST COPPER OUTPUT. 


A Good Working Month Shown for the 
Various Western Mines. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 4.—/Special.|—The 
August output among the western copper 
mines shows a good working month. The 
Boston and Montana figures were 1,790 tons 
ot matter aad ore, yielding 2,050,000 pounds 
of fine copper and 25,625 ounces of silver. 
The last previous product reported by the 
company was for May—2,291 tons of matter 
‘and ore, yielding 2,520,100 pounds of refined 
copper and 33,000 ounces of silver. , 

The last week of August product of the Cal- 
umet and Hecla mine was 622 tons of mineral, 
against 615 tons the previous week. For 
August the product was 2,755 tons, against 
2.657 tons for July and 3,204 tons for August, 
1888. The Quincy mine produced 300 tons in 
August, against 275 tons in July and 350 tons 
in August last year. The Atlantic mine pro- 
duced 206 tons in August, against 211 tons in 
July and 282 tonsa year ago. The Allouez 
mine’s product for August was 147 tons, 
against 136 tons for July, making 992 tons 
since Jan. 1. .

AN AGREEMENT VIOLATED 


WESTERN RAILROAD MANAGERS RE- 
SORT TO DISREPUTABLE TACTICS,

Chairman Abbott of the Western States 
Passenger Association De posed from His 
Position—How the Action Was Taken— 
An Arrangement for the Prevention of 

- Abuses Connected with the Issue of 
Live Stock Contracts—Miscellaneous 
Railroad News. 


About two years and a half ago Mr. John 
N. Abbott accepted the position of chairman 
of the Western States Passenger associa- 
tion on the assurance of the managers ot the 
western roads that he would have a perma- 
nent position; and the offer of a three years’ 
contract was refused by him, believing that 
the roads would stick to their pledge with- 
out a bond. He gave up the lucrative posi- 
tion of general passenger agent of the Erie, 
which he had held for many years and in 
which he had gained a most envia- 
bie’ reputation, although he was advised 
by his friends not to make the change, as the 
new positiog, alluring as it looked, was 
fraught with danger, and he might lose ail 
the reputation he gained during his previous 
brilliant railfoad career. But, notwithstand- 
ing these admonitions, Mr. Abbott came to 
Chicago and assumed the new position. 

It did not take long to demonstrate the 
fact that the fears of Mr. Abbott’s frends 
were weil founded. His worst enemies can- 
not deny that he conducted his office on pure- 
ly business principles and with as great if 
not greater ability than any of his predeces- 
sors. But unfortunately in his capacity 
as arbitrator was

eral passenger agents, members of his asso- 
ciation, expected that all his decisions should 
be in their favor, and because he was too

Last February the association was reor- 
ganized, aud all lines in the territory, covered 
by the agreement became members. But it 
was found impossibie to reélect Mr. Abbott 
chairman by s unanimous vote as required by 
the new agreement. Another man could not 
be elected, and by unanimous consent Mr. 
Abbott has been recognized ever since as the 
chairman of the association, and all his rul- 
ings were accepted without protest. About 
three months ago some of Mr. Abbott’s ene- 
mies called attention to the fact that no per- 
manent chairman had been elected, and 
efforts were made to bring about an election, 
but harmopious action could not be secured, 
and Mr. Abbott continued to perform his du- 
ties faithfully and efficiently. 

Yesterday the managers of the roads in 
the association heid a meeting and the ques- 
tion of electing a new chairman’ was again 
brought up. A numper of baliots were taken, 
but a result could not be reached. The re- 
sultof nearly every ballot was eight or nine 
votes for Mr. Abbott and seven votes for Mr. 
W. F. White, traffic manager of the Atchi-

Soon after Mr. St. John sent 
word to the committee that he considered 
the action of the meeting an outrage and 
contrary to the agreement, and under no 
condituon would he submit to it or recognize 
Mr. Newman or anybody else except Mr. 
Abbott as chairman of the association. Un- 
der thé circumstances the cemmittee con- 
siders it useless to consult with Mr. New- 
man, as that gentleman could not afford to 
take the place without the unanimous con- 
sent vf all the roads. N 

Mr. St. John claims that it requires a two- 
thirds vote of the whole membership to dis- 
place the chairman of the association, and 
the decision of the chairman of the meeting 


should have been based on the fundamental 


law of the association. Other members of 
the association state that they did not under- 
stand the effect of their vote on the question 
of sustaining the chairman, and that they in- 
tend at today’s meeting to vote with the 
Rock Island company to reverse yesterday’s 
acuon. The Rock Island company will under 
no consideration jabide by the action of the 
meeting, and rather than submit to the 
humiliation of Mr. Abbott, who has done 
nothing to deserve such outrageous treat- 
ment, will withdraw from the association. 


Abuse of Live Stock Passes. 

The attention of western railroads has re- 
peatedly been called by the chairmen of the 
westerg associations to the growing abuse 
of the privileges whereby men supposed to 
be intrusted with the care of live stock may 
be furnished with return transportation. 
Rule 4 of the western roads prescribes that 


three men each way in charge of eigbt or 


more cars is the maximum number that wiil 
be passed for one owner.“ To evade tnis re- 
striction resort was had to the’ practice of 
consigning in the name of several parties 
stock Which had been bought by one party at 
Kunsas City. This led to a regular brokerage in 
the privilege of riding on stock trains. For 
the sum of $ or $6 those who were willing to 
personate men appointed to care for stock 
could secure transportation from Kansas 
City to Chicago, and the money thus obtained 
was divided between ticket brokers and those 
who controlled the routing of cattle. The 
latte became so emboidened that when one 
of weir number, locatea, for example, at 
Chicago. contemplated a visit to Kansas City 
he wogld wire his correspondsnts at that 
point to put his name on a stock contract in 
order that advantage might be taken of the 
return transportation.

An adroit attempt was made today by Presi- 
dent Ingalis of the consoliduted Big Four 
and Bee Line to bring about an adjustment 
of the differences which have led to the cut- 
ting of Chicago rates.

Closeted with Judge Advocate Remey at 
the navy department today was a tall, well- 
built young man with a complexion that 
showed the effects of exposure to a tropical 
sun. He was Mr. W. H. Evans of Chicago, 
one of the two men who were taken off 
Arenas key, off the coast of Yucatan, by the 
United States man-of-war Ossippee. The 
captain of the schooner Anna had reported 
to Commander Kellogg that three men were 
left on the guano island of Arenas, so the 
Ossippee sailed over to rescue them. Upon 
his arrival Commender Kellogg discovered 
that one of the men was dead, and the sur- 
vivors, Evans and King, claimed he had 
been shot by Evans in selfdefense. Com- 
mander Kellogg reported the matter to the 
navy department and Evans expressed him- 
self as willing to stand trial, but the depart- 
ment has decided that the United States has 
no jurisdiction and the evidence all points to 
justifiabie homicide, so the matter will be 
dropped, 

The story of the affair is related in the 
daily log kept by Evans. The deceased, 
James O’Brien, was under Evans’ orders in 
digging out guano, and the 8th of August be- 
came rebeilious and insolent. When Evans 
remonstrated with him O’Brien seized a 
knife and hatchet and made at him, threat- 
ening to cut his heart out; Evans grabbed a 
rifle from the wall and shot his assailant, 
killing him instantly. The log relates the 
affair in detail, and gives an account of the 
burial of the unfortunate man on the island, 

- his two companions reading a burial service 
over the grave. Cay Arenas, or Arenas key, 
is an island of about thirty acres in area, 
ninety miles off the coast of Yucatan. 
It is owned oy a Chicago firm, which 
works the guano deposits uponit. The isi- 
and is perfectly bare of vegetation—simply a 
guano covered rock in the ocean.

—Will you allow me the use of your columns 
to call the attention of the wo the fact 
that there is greater need ever of help 
for the starving men, women, and children of 
Spring Valley in this state? 
There are thousands suffering there from 
want of food, clothing, medicine, sym- 


pathy. 

Most of these sufferers are children, and 
most of the children are little ones. 

I bave just returned from Spring Valley. 
There in this great and prosperous state, and 
in the midst of harvest laden farms and rich 
cities, the visitor will see a cemetery of the 
living. Instead of the licht of heaith there 
shines;in the eyes of men and women the 
phosphorescence of d ing strength, and 
the chilaren, fatally ened by want, are 
dying of diphtheria. 

There are families where adults and chil- 
dren, grievously sick, are without medical 
attendance and medicines, because there is 
no money to pay for theni. 

The men at Spring Valley are not strikers. 
They did not lose their work by uriking. It 
was taken away from mem. are the 
victims of two lockouts. Last Christmas 
about 1,000 of them were shut out of work 
by an order closing of the mine. Their 
comrades, knowing the men and their 
families thus tarned into unexpected idie- 
ness in the dead of winter wouid starve di- 
vided their own work with them. For the 
rest of the winter e miner laid off one 
day in three in order to give part work to all. 
This lasted into April. Then the community, 
exhausted by this strain of supporting three 
men and their fammes on the earnings of 
two men received its final blow. Aprii 20, 
without previous notice of any ki the 


mitzers were told to take away their tools 


and leave the mines, which were closed. 

In one afternoon their livelinood was taken 
from them.
